Refrigefatiofrls rT^pic* " 
at Rotary Club Meeting 

A lecture on applied physics fea- 
tured the monthly supper meet- 
ing of the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth 
Rotary Club Monday night. E. 
H. Lukens, refrigeration engineer 
for the Welsbach Company, was 
the speaker. 

Mr. Lukens discussed at length 
the scientific principles behind all 
electric refrigeration and showed 
how variations of these principles 
are applied to the various makes 
of household machines on the 
market. 

As one of his methods of dem- 
onstration he used a small cyl- 
inder of compressed refrigerating 
fluid. This he sprayed into a glass 
of water, forming ice immediately. 
To show the harmless character 
of the fluid, small atomizers were 
passed around for the members to 
spray on their hands. 

Two of the working parts of the 
household machine were also used 
for the lecture, and the entire 
process of cooling and the stor- 
age of the cold in the brine was 
carefully explained. Refrigeration 
by gas was also touched upon. 

Mr. Lukens also went into con- 
siderable detail to show the meth- 
ods of constructing ice boxes to 
hold the modern cooling machin- 
ery, after telling his hearers of 
some of the difficulties faced by 
the experimenters in arriving at 
suitable insulating elements. 

William H. Gillis was chairman 
of the meeting, one of the few 
held by the club at which only 
local members were present. 

December Was Unexciting 

December was a mild month 
with no extremes of temperature 
of an unusual character and with 
a light precipitation. The great- 
est wind velocity during the 
month was 32 miles on December 
18. The prevailing direction of 
the wind was northwest. The 
average or mean temperature was 
36.3 degrees. A high temperature 
of 59 was reported, with a low 
of 14. 

The total precipitation was 
1.94 and the snowfall, unmelted, 
was 4.9 inches, according to 
Charles Decker, co-operative ob- 
server for the U. S. Weather Bu- 
reau at Narberth. During the 
month there were 16 days de- 
scribed as clear, with 10 cloudy 
and one with dense fog.

At a recent meeting of the 
school board Mrs. Alice Monks 
was appointed to represent that 
body on the library trustees. This 
appointment is gratifying to the 
library since Mrs. Monks' interest 
in the work is well known. 

A special meeting of the Li- 
brary Association will be held on 
Tuesday, February 12, to amend 
the by-laws in order to provide 
for the work of the secretary be- 
ing assumed by the librarian. 
This is in accord with the usual 
custom of progressive libraries. 
The article to be amended is Ar- 
ticle 4, Section 2, which now 
reads, "The officers shall be elect- 
ed by the Board of Trustees from 
its membership." By adding

cers," the amendment will read,

of the secretary, shall be elected 
by the Board of Trustees from the 
membership."

The school board regretted that 
the usual amount of $500 could 
not be given since the State ap- 
propriation to the school board 
had been cut out this year and the 
cut in the school tax rate also de- 
creased the available revenue. 

The librarian reported that the 
circulation for the calendar year 
just past fell short of 32,000 by a 
handful.

U. of P. Chaplain Talks on 

Religions Before Woman's 

Community Club. 



WOULD BREAK BARRIER 



What is Religion? This was 
the first question Dr. John R. 
Hart, Chaplain of the University 
of Pennsylvania attempted to 
answer in his most educational and 
instructive talk on Religions and 
religious education before the 
Women's Community Club on 
Tuesday, January 8. 

One writer alone has forty- 
seven definitions of religion; some 
one says it is a sentiment but adds 
it is a combination of instincts 
deeply embedded in the human 
race. Dr. Hart defined it as the 
science of relationship between 
the human and divine. Speaking 
of the teachings of Confucius 
and the system of life and ethics 
taught in China he once asked a 
Chinese student, "Do you think 
there is anything of religious 
value in the world today that is 
not contained in the Christian re- 
ligion?" and the student who had 
studied all religions said, "No, but 
many of its values have either 
been obscured or omitted." 
' Dr. Hart in his enthusiasm for 
the Church Universal spoke of the 
values of all religious thought but 
affirmed that the Christian Relig- 
ion has the summary of the law. 
His hope is 'a fusion of all the 
great religions and an amalgama- 
tion of the different divisions in 
the Christian Church. An appre- 
ciation for the historic aspects and 
values of the Church were recom- 
mended although one should 
value the fruits more than the 
roots, the beginnings are always 
from the roots upward.

Bell Telephone Company to Spend Over 

$35,500,000 in State-Wide Improvements 



More than $35,500,000 is to be 
spent by the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany of Pennsylvania next year for 
gross additions to the telephone 
plant throughout the State, accord- 
ing to George K. Erb, manager for 
the company here. This vast ex- 
penditure will be spread over the 
company's State-wide territory. 

Although a large portion of the 
Bell company appropriations will 
be devoted to extension of central 
office facilities, more than one-third 
of the total will be spent on "out- 
side plant." This constitutes the 
equipment and apparatus outside of 
the central offices, including such 
items as poles, crossarms and over- 



head and underground cables. In 
round figures the outside plant ex- 
penditure will be $13,600,000. 

Approximately $7,500,000 of this 
amount will be spent for the con- 
struction of underground and aerial 
cable. The magnitude of the cable 
construction program to be carried 
out in this State next year is shown 
by the fact that 532,000 miles of 
wire in storm-proof cable — enough 
to encircle the earth 21 times at the 
equator — is scheduled for construc- 
tion under the company's 1929 bud- 
get. . These storm-proof cables are 
encased in lead and provide so great 
a degree of protection against ad-

An excited neighbor telephoned 
an alarm to Philadelphia head- 
quarters, which referred her to the 
Bala-Cynwyd Company.

Flames had already wrought 
considerable damage before the 
firemen arrived on the scene at 
4.34 P. M. Two Irish terriers, 
highly valued by the family, were 
found unconscious in the kitchen 
and were immediately carried out- 
side, where it was found that they 
were dead. No members of the 
family or servants were in the 
house. 

Ernest Zingerl, Bala-Cynwyd 
fireman, was overcome by the 
dense smoke which pervaded the 
entire house.

Annual Meeting 

The Narberth National Bank 
held its annual meeting of stock- 
holders Tuesday afternoon for the 
election of directors and the pres- 
entation of its annual report.

Metzger 
in discussing the progress of the 
local institution, which opened its 
doors in May, 1925. A steady in- 
crease in deposits and total re- 
sources has been noted.

Welsh Descendant Tells of Hunting in 

Old Bala, and of Families 2000 Years Old 



On August 13, 1682, Lower Mor- 
ion's first Welsh settlers came from 
Bala, Merionethshire, to Bala, Penn- 
sylvania. A descendant of one of the 
old Welsh families is W. M. O. Ed- 
wards, president of the Pencoyd 
Neighborhood Club, who is, perhaps 
the only resident here who was born 
in Wales. He has written this ac- 
count of the old Bala, Wales, for 
residents of the new Bala and neigh- 
boring Main Line communities. 
Among the many points of interest 
at and near old Bala in North Wales is 
the large old country estate of Rulac, 
with its picturesque and romantic old 
castellated mansion. It is in the pos- 
session of the Price family, which has 
been chief of an ancient tribe of Britons 
for more than 2000 years at the same 
place, where the family has always lived, 
and does to this day. 

There is carved over the old fireplace 
in the great hall, where, in the olden 
days many a good fat ox was roasted, 
"Be hospitable while in possession of 
this house, so you leave somewhat be- 
hind." 

Much of the land of this estate, which 
originally was very extensive, was still, 
at the time of the great war, about six 
square miles in extent. While some of it 
in the valley is very fertile, a good deal 
is poor anod mountainous. Every part 
that cannot be cultivated profitably is 
used for forests and game preserves, 
and for a long time has been famous 
for its great shooting parties. 

The late owner, Mr. R. J. Lloyd Price, 
who died about four years ago, was a 
great sportsman, and during the 80's of 
last century, employed, besides a large 
retinue of servants and workmen, 18 
game keepers, to feed and care for the 
gome. 

At a great shooting party in October, 
1885, nine prominent and well known 
sportsmen, including the then Prince of 
Wales (King Edward VII), the Duke 
of Hamilton, Earl DeGrey and Lord 
Paget, shot 5020 rabbits and some hun- 
dreds of pheasants in one day. To many 
of us now this would appear a blood- 
thirsty performance and supreme waste, 
but it was a custom that steadily grew, 
following the old chivalry days of in- 
ternal wars between the old Britons, 
Anglo-Saxons and Normans and the 
Wars of the Roses, when the only pro- 
fession gentlemen followed was fighting 
or soldiering. 

After the necessities of the large house- 
hold were supplied the game was freely 
distributed among employees and tenants 
and the poor for miles around, and the 
rest was sent to hospitals and similar 
institutions in large cities. 

One wonders at the tenacity by which 
many old families have held on to their 
properties for 2000 years. Rulac never 
changed owners. 

Carries Wales Gun. 

At the shooting parties described each 
gentleman would be equipped with three 
guns. He. his valet and an employee 
each carried a gun and some cartridges. 
The head gamekeeper assigned me on 
the above occasion to carry the Prince 
of Wales' third gun. As fast as he 
emptied his gun, the empty one would be 
handed to me — the man on his left — while 
a loaded gun would be placed in his right 
hand by the valet, who loaded the guns. 
One of the gamekeepers, a fawning 
busybody, with too much to say, an- 
noyed the Prince to such an extent, by 
continually remarking "That was a good 
shot, your Highness," that the Prince 
became so irritated he finally bawled out 
to the "Governor," "Oh, Dick, can't you 
remove this blasted man? I am sick and 
tired of hearing 'your 'ighness ! 'your 
'ighness!' and your 'ighness!'" And the 
man was promptly replaced by another, 
and the prince resumed his wonted cordi- 
ality witli the remark, "We get so much 
of that sort of thing in London at Court, 
that it is nauseating in the mountains." 

Mr. Price had in his possession a 
parchment six by eight feet, which for 
ages was lost in the big house, and acci- 
dentally rediscovered about fifty years ago 
and rebound and remounted. It gave the 
family pedigree, all the way back to 
Japhet, son of Noah, and is frequently 
inspected by genealogists. 

To celebrate the battle of Waterloo, in 
1815, a great feast was given at the big 
house. Of the menu, arranged by Mis- 
tress Polly Jones, the painstaking dame 
housekeeper carefully kept account, as 
follows : 

Hung beef, cold mutton, stewed beef 
chuck, fish, roasted sweetbread, tureen 
knuckles, boiled mutton, veal, sirloin 
beef, veal cutlets, new potatoes, chickens, 
plum pudding, gooseberry fool, spinach. 
(Plenty of it and solid was the food!) 
Cowslip wine, port wine, ale. A fair ex- 
ample of the feasts of that period !

Merion property-owners won 
their fight against Caspar W. B. 
Townsend's proposed apartment 
house on City Line, when the 
township commission unanimously 
denied his plea for a change in zon- 
ing classification, at a special 
meeting held in the township hall 
at Ardmore last Thursday night. 

At the conclusion of a public 
hearing Wednesday, December 
19, Aaron s. Swartz, Jr., of Nor- 
ristown, Mr. Townsend's attor- 
ney, requested permission to file 
a brief combating that filed at the 
hearing by William J. Conlen, 
Merion attorney. In his brief, read 
last Thursday, Mr. Swartz de- 
clared : 

"To say that a man cannot build 
an apartment house in this par- 
ticular locality is to our mind 
'regulation run mad.' 

"The real question is not 
whether your honorable board 
has the right to exclude apart- 
ment houses entirely from a resi- 
dential zone, but whether it can 
forbid one in this particular local- 
ity.

Not a single property be- 
longing to these people will be 
depreciated one iota by reason of 
this apartment house. It will be 
screened from their view.

"The other day the newspapers car- 
ried the story of a young college grad- 
uate who left home last summer the 
victim of amnesia and today still for- 
gets his past, failing to recognize his 
parents and close associates, which is 
sad indeed. On the other hand, there 
are many types of forgetfulness not 
dignified by a medical term or classi- 
fication that are just as unfortunate and 
even worse," said Doctor Theodore 
B. Appel, Secretary of Health, today. 

"The youthful amnesia victim in all 
probability will finally regain his 
former mental health. Not so, how- 
ever, many others whose conditions 
grow out of forgetfulness. The 
pathetic part of it lies in the fact that 
had the individual merely disciplined 
himself through intelligent interest in 
his own welfare, many of the crippling 
and fatal results would not have oc- 
curred. 

"It is quite difficult to understand 
how people can be so forgetful as to 
drive themselves literally into invalid- 



ism or death. Nevertheless, this state 
of mind is so general as to make re- 
peated warnings quite necessary. 

"Here are some of the things that 
many people constantly and daily for- 
get with dire consequences: 

1. Forgetting to cat just enough 
rather than too much food. 

2. Forgetting to exercise in the 
open air. 

3. Forgetting that eight hours' 
sleep in a well-ventilated room each 
night is the average individual require- 
ment. 

4. Forgetting that worry devitalizes 
and sometimes kills. 

5. Forgetting that the annual phy- 
sical examination is the detector of 
serious unsuspected conditions which 
in the early stages can be cured. 

6. Forgetting that health is the one 
supreme blessing and. that when it is 
lost all is lost. 

"To be sure, amnesia is a serious 
and heart-rending disease. But delib- 
erate forgetfulness of one's physical 
welfare is infinitely more serious. How 
forgetful are you?"

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Hess Outlines Township Taxation 

Problems Before Ardmore Rotarians 



Ardmore Rotarians were given 
a close insight into the workings 
of the Township Treasurer's of- 
fice Thursday when Peter C. 
Hess addressed the club. Facts 
and figures, many of them new to 
his hearers, were given. 

Mr. Hess prefaced his talk with 
a brief description of the township 
form of government, describing 
it as the "lowest and cheapest 
form under the State govern- 
ment." The reason for this, he 
brought out, is that the township 
method of government was cre- 
ated many years ago to take care 
of large areas of thinly settled 
country. No provision of the 
growth of Lower Merion figured 
in the original township laws. 

Lower Merion now includes 26 
square miles, with many well- 
populated towns and three dis- 
tinct commercial areas. Its as- 
sessed valuation of over 78 mil- 
lions of dollars indicates a salable 
value of the taxable real estate of 
nearly a quarter billion. 

An evil which has been brought 
out by other officials in the past 
was emphasized by Mr. Hess. 
This is the growth of non-taxable 
properties, including schools, 
church institutions and colleges. 
These areas receive the same serv- 
ice as the rest of the township, 
throwing an extra burden on the 
taxable properties. 

"The legislature must take steps 
to correct this evil," said Mr. 
Hess. "If it is done, it will result 
in a general reduction in taxes. 
Our rate, you know, is based on 
the actual budget, and new 
sources of revenue would imme- 
diately reduce the rate to the 
householder." 

About half of each hundred 
dollars in taxes collected goes to 
the schools, the treasurer said. 
The school system here, he add- 
ed, is rated as one of the best in 
this part of the country, and is 
run at a very low per capita cost. 
The county gets about ten dollars 
of each hundred. 

Of the remaining $40, which 
goes into the township coffers 
highways takes the biggest slice, 
or~$16. Next comes public safety 
with $9, which among other 
things pays the expense of a 
police force of T6 members. $4 is 
required to operate the sewer 
svstems. 

' The remainder of the budget is 
divided into smaller amounts for 
garbage collection, building in- 
spection, playgrounds, interest 
and sinking funds, legal advice 
and general administration. This 
last item, the speaker pointed out, 
is but $1.43 out of each $100. 

The theory that the township 
treasurer has an easy job paying 
an exorbitant sum was quickly 
exploded. This might have been 
the case, Mr. Hess said, in past 
years when the expenses of the 
office were low and a 5 per cent, 
commission was paid. Now, how- 
ever the township commission is 
only one-half of 1 per cent., and 
out of this the treasurer must de- 
fray the expenses of his office. 

The gross return to the treas- 
urer for the collection of county, 
school and township taxes is but 
$14,000, out of which must come 
salaries of assistants, office rent 
and overhead. In addition the 
treasurer must pay out of his own 
pocket any uncollected taxes for 
which he cannot show a mighty 
good reason for exemption. 

And the job itself, it was 
shown, is no sinecure. The 
treasurer is treasurer in fact, 
signing over 20,000 checks a year 
and supervising all payments. In 
addition he must function as 
comptroller, auditing the returns, 
and as both tax collector and de- 
linquent tax collector. 

Fifty thousand bills are re- 
quired to send out the accounts 
each year, and with larger prop- 
erties constantly subdivided, this 
figure is rapidly increasing.

Fido Cannot Run in 

1929 Without License 

More than 550,000 dog license 
tags have been sent to the county 
treasurers throughout the Com- 
monwealth and are now available 
to dog owners, according to the 
Pennsylvania Bureau of Animal 
Industry. 

"The Pennsylvania dog law re- 
quires that 1929 licenses be on all 
dogs by January 15. No extra 
time is allowed. After that date 
it is just as much a violation of 
the law to allow a dog to be with- 
out a 1929 license as it would be 
to run an automobile without a li- 
cense on or after January 1," a 
bureau statement said. 

The penalty for violation of any 
provisions of the Dog Law is a 
fine of "not less than $5 nor more 
than $100, or to undergo an im- 
prisonment not exceeding 30 
days, or both."

Many 
motorists do not seem to understand 
that speeding over wet or icy roads is 
fraught with menace, particularly if 
they are called upon to make a sud- 
den stop. Tires must have traction on 
an icy road.

Evans was a member of the Board of 
Commissioners of Lower Merion town- 
ship for 14 years and was chairman of 
the highwav committee for 12 years 
and vice president of the Board for 
several years. He was chairman of the 
commission which drafted the Lower 
Merion Zoning Ordinance and is now 
chairman of the Board of Adjustment. 
He is a member of the Boards of Di- 
rectors of the Merion Cricket Club, the 
Merion Title and Trust Company and 
the Community Health and Civic As- 
sociation. He is president of the Boy 
Scouts of Delaware and Montgomery 
counties and is one of the wardens of 
St. Mary's Episcopal Church, Ardmore.

verse weather conditions that it is 
expected service interruptions, due 
to storm conditions, will be reduced 
to a minimum. 

About $4,000,000 is to be spent 
for new building construction. This 
will include major additions to sev- 
eral existing offices and the con- 
struction of new offices throughout 
the State. 

Poles for new lines and replace- 
ments will absorb a portion of the 
year's outlay. If the 1929 pole re- 
quirements for Pennsylvania were 
used to establish a new telephone 
line, it would reach from Philadel- 
phia to Denver, Col., a distance of 
approximately 1600 miles. 

Telephone engineers have esti- 
mated that there will be about 
64,000 telephones added to the Bell 
network in this State during the 
year. In arriving at this net figure 
they predict that approximately 
277,000 telephones will be installed 
and that about 213,000 will be dis- 
connected because of the removal 
of subscribers to other neighbor- 
hoods or towns, and other causes. 

The daily average of local tele- 
phone calls in the State during the 
year 1928 amounted to 4,970,000. 
During 1929, it is estimated, the 
local calls will total 5,300,000, an in- 
crease of 330,000 a day. 

An average of 253,000 out-of- 
town calls was made daily by tele- 
phone users in Pennsylvania during 
1928. This figure also will be in- 
creased, according to the estimates 
of telephone engineers, to 275,000 
calls a day.
